== REPORT TO THE SHAREHOLDERS Se 


On behalf of the Board of Directors of your 
Company, we have pleasure in presenting the 
Annual Report for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1966. This report consists of the 
Balance Sheet, the Profit and Loss Statement, 
the Surplus Statement and the Statement of 
Source and Application of Funds. 


SALES AND EARNINGS: 


Net profits after tax were $3,692,860 or $1.42 
per share on the outsfanding Class A and 
Common shares combined. The comparative 
amounts for 1965 were $2,833,968 or $0.88 
on each combined share then outstanding, 
after providing for the & for 1 subdivision of 
shares during 1966. In both years, profits from 
the sale of securities and fixed assets have 
been excluded. 


This increase in net profits-of-some—30% has 
resulted from a continuing trend toward lower 
operating costs and a record sales volume. The 


growth in sales represented the largest per- 
centage increase in recent years. 


Despite the continuation of aggressive pro- 
motional programmes including increased em- 
phasis on selective retail price reductions, gross 
margin levels in aggregate were maintained. 


With gasoline prices at more normal levels 
during 1966, gasoline marketing activities 
yielded a modest but satisfactory profit. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 
AND PHYSICAL EXPANSION: 


Capital expenditures amounted to $3,931,486, 
more than double those of the previous year 
and second only to the investment of almost 
$9 million in 1961. The 1966 capital expendi- 
tures reflect the continuation of the aggressive 
modernization and expansion programme in- 
Stituted the previous year and include not only 
the retail store developments outlined on page 
10 but also a 250,000 sq. ft. addition to the 


central distribution centre in Toronto. During 
the current year, the level of capital expendi- 
tures for additional retail locations is again 
expected to increase substantially. Particular 
emphasis will be placed upon the Montreal 
and Winnipeg areas. 


WORKING CAPITAL: 


Although the activities of the past year have 
resulted in a working capital decrease of 
$1,679,614, the combination of cash and short- 
term securities has increased by $716,077 
to slightly more than $7 million. This work- 
ing capital decrease may be attributed to the 
large increase in investments in companies 
other than subsidiaries. The major portion of 
this increase of $1,891,517 in these other 
investments represents the conversion of in- 
ventory advances to dealers from a demand 
to a debenture basis. It is the opinion of your 
Board of Directors that the anticipated pro- 
gramme of capital expenditures for 1967 may 
be financed from the resources of the Company 
without unduly restricting the working capital 
position. 


EMPLOYEE PROFIT SHARING: 


Our continuing conviction that much of the 
Company's success may be attributed to the 
sense of purpose and dedication of its em- 
ployee shareholders has resulted in an increase 
in employee profit-sharing awards for 1966 of 
$78,963 to a total of $580,000. To provide 
additional employee retirement benefits, the 
Company also contributed a further $39,331 to 
the Canada Pension Plan. 


INVESTMENT IN SUBSIDIARY: 


During 1966, the Company acquired a 90 per 
cent interest In a company offering a consumer 
credit plan to the customers of Canadian Tire

Associate Stores. In the initial year of opera- 
tion, your Company’s share in the operating 
loss of this subsidiary amounted to $38,091. 
It is anticipated that the 1967 operations of 
this subsidiary will be profitable. 


DIVIDENDS: 


The quarterly dividend payable June 1st has 
been declared in the amount of 6 cents per 
Class A and Common share, an increase of 
20% over the previous 5 cents per share 
quarterly rate. 


CONCLUSION: 


The Directors of your Company join us in ex- 
pressing Our appreciation to our Associate 
Dealers and to our employees for their con- 
tributions toward the achievements of the 
past year. 


Although it is unlikely that retailing as a whole 
will demonstrate_a growth rate as_great in 1967 
as during the past-yeas, the performance of 
your Company in the early months of the new 
year leads us fo anticipate-a highly satisfactory 
performance for 1967.

Canadian Tire’s growth, in our fortieth year of operation, was “more evident in our roots 
than in our branches”. In the 10-year financial summary on pages 8 and 9, the number of 
stores reveals an increase of one — from 224 to 225 — for the latest calendar year, but 
these figures are not indicative of the dramatic changes in the nature, size and other physical 
aspects of the stores Within our widespread Dealer organization. 
1966 might be termed our year of solid accomplishment, as compared to the years of 
spectacular expansion at the turn of this decade. Seventy stores — almost a third of our ; 
total — completed major remodelling and expansion projects, including new display lay- A 
outs and fixtures. In our continuing program of enlargement and modernization, eleven 
stores were relocated, either in brand new or remodelled buildings. Six of these ‘relocations’ 


are shown here. The present trend — combining the development of new outlets with the 
expansion of existing facilities — will be continued in the years ahead.
